Commissioner Garfie'd Will Make 
Searching Investigation, 


Will Not Confine Inquiry to Kansas 
Field, But Will Get Inform- 
ation As to Methods of 
Trust All Over 
Country. 


| Washington, March 8.—Commissioncr 
| James R. Garfieid, of the bureau of cor- 
| porations, has instituted a rigid invest 
|gation of the operations of the oil in- 
\dustry in Kansas and contiguous states. 

In response to a resolution of the house 
'of representatives Introduced by Rep’e- 
‘sentative Campbell, of Kansas, the :n- 
‘vestigation of the oil industry will be 
carried on as rapidly as is consistent 
'with thoroughness, 
| The report of Commissioner Garfieid 
will be made directly to President Roose- 
velt. Whether it will be made public 
will lie within the discretion of the chief 
executive. Depending on the facts de- 
‘veloped, it may be turned over to the de- 
(partment of justice for such action as 
ithe attorney general may deem proper. 
Commissioner Garfield said today that 
‘nothing wouild be ieft undone by his bu- 
'reau to develop the facts regarding the 
,operations of the ol] trust in Kansas as 
'well as in other states. It is not the 
'purpose of Commissioner Garfield to con- 
fine the inquiry to Kansas. It wili not 
i'be circumscribed by state or geographical 
lines. It was the intention of the com- 
missioner to make the investigation ag 
exhaustive as the resolution of Repre- 
sentative Campbell contemplates, che 
purpose being to develop aj] the facts re- 
garding the operations of the of] trust. 

“During the past year,” said the com- 
|missioner, ‘‘a great amount of genera! 
information relating to the oil trust has 
|been obtained. This affords a basis from 
which to undertake immediate specific ,n- 
quiries into the conditions existing in 
specific felis, such as Kansas, Texas and 
California. 

“The method of procedure will be sim!- 
lar to that followed in the inquiry into 
operations of the alleged beef trust. The 
commissioner of corporations, personally 
and through special agents, will obtain 
information from original sources. Al- 
ready these sources of information have 
been sougded. 

“They nave responded to the commis- 
sioner of corporations by agreeing to fur- 
nish information, to afford the fullest op- 
portunity for inspection of records and 
accougts and to answer al] questions per- 
tinent to all matters involved in the 


inquiry.”

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CAUGHT IN JAPANESE VISE 


TS BEING GROUND 10 PIECES 


EPORTS from Japanese sources claim that the Rus- 
sian right flank, southwest to south of Mudken, and 
continues to the railway, has been completely 

turned by the Japanese forceg under the immediate com- 
mand of-General Oku. To the eastward General Kuroki 
is directing a vigorous attack with heavy artillery against 
strongly fortified Russian positions. General Kuropatkin 
Is said to be concentrating a strong force in front of Gen- 
erals Kuroki and Nogi. It still seems probable that Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin will find it difficult to retire to Tie Pass 
which appears to be a necessary move. St. Petersburg 
has word that affairs latterly have taken a turn for the 
Russian arms and the tactics of Field Marshal Oyama in 
sacrificing many of his soldiers in an attack on impregn- 
able positions on the centre as a mere diversion, while the 
| great blows were being struck on the flanks, is criticised by 
‘Russian military officers. The critics also point to the at- 
tenuation of the Japanese line as an element of peril for 
Oyama and of hopes for Kuropatkin. The losses on both 
‘sides have been heavy, but even estimates are lacking. 


CARNAGE ON FLANKS 
AND AT THE CENTER 
HAS BEEN ENORMOUS 


| UKDEN, March 5,—(Noon)—The rumble of carts

Port Arthur veterans and the hastily assembled army 
‘interposed by General Kuropatkin to defend the city and 
‘railroads. The stroke came like lightning out of a clear 
‘sky. It is reported that the situation has somewhat im- 
| proved, but is still extremely critical. It is reported that 


ithe Japanese had been thrown back in the district of Lun- 


‘fanshan, and are retiring along the Sinmintin road; but 
heavy fighting is continuing there. The Japanese vanguard 
posts are about six miles west of Mudken, where the burst- 
‘ing of shrapnel is plainly visible. A fight also is raging at 
Suchudsiapu and Lanschanpu, which on Saturday were 
captured by the Japanese after a terrific combat, the vil- 
lages several times changing hands. 

The Japanese, on Friday, advanced on the Russian 
position at Shakhe village, but were beaten off. Twice they 
attacked Poutiloff Hill, but both attacks were repulsed. 
At Oubenepusa, a Japanese guard of over twenty bat- 
talions made thirteen attacks the night of March 3 and the 
morning of March 4, storming the redoubts most furiously. 
All these attacks were repulsed with heavy loss. The 
ground in front o fthe redoubts were strewn with Japanese 
corpses. The Japanese and Russian artillery are engaged 
in the heaviest duel of the war. Russian mortars are fired 
at the Shakhe bridge, and Japanese 11-inch guns are in full 
play, but the Russian fortifications, on which the Russians 
had been working all winter, offer a fairly secure protec- 
tion of their defenders. 

There is little news of General Kuropatkin’s opera- 
tions on the extreme east of the line. The Russians are 
holding their ground and even advancing, but it is reported 
that the Japanese cavalry division, with twelve quick fir- 
ing guns, is sweeping far to the eastward on a rapid turn- 
ing movement. 

The carnage at the center and on both flanks has been 
enormous. The Japanese at many places simply threw 
away their lives beating against the Russians’ powerful 
fortifications in atacks, which in the center apparently 
were intended chiefly as a demonstration to cover the driv- 
ing home of General Nogi’s blow. It is believed now that 
the operation to the eastward was, in part, in the nature of 
a feint, with the design to draw reinforcements thither. 
If this was the design, it was successful, General Kuro- 
patkin having sent the first corps to the assistance of Gen- 
eral Linevitch. 

As the result: of the week’s operations, the Russian 
right is bent sharply backward instead of paralleling the 
Shakhe river and runs northwest and southeast, passing 
8 _— from Mukden, covering and crossing the Sinmintin 
road. 

' According to prisoners, the Japanese force on the Liao 
river includes the first, seventh and ninth divisions from 
Port Arthur. Part of the turning force is probably made 
up of reserves which came from Yinkow by rail on seven 
trains. The Port Arthur veterans advanced to the attack 
shouting in Russian: 

‘‘Out of the way for us; we are from Port Arthur.”’

The imminence of the peril on the 
west wing has withdrawn attention from 
the operations on the center and left 
where the fighting has been extremely 
heavy, and on the left, especially, where 
the Japanese gains were sufficiently 
sreat tO Cause apprehension to them- 
gelves. ' 

Military crifics here point out that the 
Japanese have put themselves in a criti- 
cal position by’ the extreme extension of 
their lines, lying themselves open, as 


|this will be vastly increased when 


they did at Liao-Yang; to the possibil- 
ity of a most effective counter-stroke 
and probable defeat if General Kuropat- 
Kin should be able to launch a column 
against a weak link in the chain. 

In other respects, the situation also 
resembles that at .Liao-Yang, the Jap- 
anese making a ‘‘demonstration"’ to hola 
the Russians: in their fortifications in 
the center, and throwing away the lives 
of thousands in order to give the flanking 
force an opportunity to administer a 
telling blow.

Supply Line in Jeopardy. 

General Kuropatkin’s line of communi- 
cations has not been touched, though it 
is in extreme jeopardy. MHis right flank 
is bent so sharply backward that it may 
nesessitate the abandonment of the Pou- 
tfloff. and Novgorod hills, to which tie 
Russians are still firmly clinging. ‘The 
Russians’ left has also been so sharply 
repulsed that a correspondent compares 
the entire positions to the letter C. The 
Japanese are possibly pushing northward 
ai tangents with both flanks.

Estimates of General _ Kuropatkin’s 
force between Shakhe and Tie pass pre- 
pared here, give a total of slightly more 
than 400,000, composed of 335,000 infan- 
try, 33,000 cavalry and 35,000 artillery, 
with 1,504 guns. This estimate does not 
include troops at Vladivostok and other 
garrisons, railway guards and other em- 
ployes. The grand total east of Lake 
Baikal is estimated at 700,000 men.

All is quiet on the center, excepting 
in the Shakhe zone, which the Japanese 
attacked during Friday evening, creep- 
ing up to the wire entanglements of our 
fortifications and hurling hand grenades, 
The attackers, however, were soon re- 
pulsed without succeeding in damaging 
the entanglements. 

“The Japanese guard on Friday eve- 
ning continued its attacks on Kandolesan 
and the tenth attack was repulsed at 4 
o’clock this morning. The Japanese 
corpses are piled high against our earth- 
works. 

“The enemies’ attacks against the Gao- 
uto pass was suspended toward Friday 
evening, but a renewal of it is expected.

“Today (Saturday) the advanced .guar4ds 
of the enemy, which is enveloping our 
right flank,~ was noticed between the 
Mitkden-Sinmintin road and the Hun 


den station. 

“The Japanese today captured Suchua- 
zia, but have not advanced further. 

“They aiso captured Lanschanpa after 
hard fighting. 

“The japanese advance on, the Shakhe 
station was commenced. at § o'clock this 
morning, bui has been suxpended.. The 
enemy has been driven back by volley 
firing by our advance guards, 

“Two Japanese attacks on Putoloff Mil 
at |i p, m. Friaay. night, and one at | 
o’eloek. this morning, were repulsed.’’ 

In a later dispatcn of the same datc 
from General Kuropatkin, he says: 


Thirteen Assaults Beaten Off. 


“The enemy later renewed the attack 
on the Kandolesan positions, but was 
beaten back at 8 o’clock this. morning 
with great loss. Altogether the Japa- 
nese delivered thirteen charges. The 
attacks have since been suspended. 

‘Two attacks on the Kutilini position 
at 2 o’clock thfs morning were repulsed. 

“The night and day weré ecomparative- 
ly quiet on our extreme left. Our je- 
tachment at Kuchializu (about 22 miles 
feast ot Liao Yang) advanced somewhat 
during the night.’’

at Nearly $2,000,000, 


PROMINENT MEN'S NAMES 
DO NOT APPEAR AT ALL 


Judge Spence’s Efforts to Force 
Owners to Give in Property for 
Taxation Are Resulting in 
Some Startling Dis- 
closures. 


Sylvester, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)—A< 
the fall term of the superior court in this 
county, Judge Spence, in his charge to 
the grand jury, especially stressed the 
duty of that body imposed by the law 
requiring them to investigate the tax re 
ceiver’s books and to correct the tax re- 
turns, where undervalued. In an attempt 
to carry out the judge's charge, the grand 
jury appointed a committee from that 
body to do this work in vacation. 

That committee met here last Monday 
and was put to work by Judge Spence, 
and they have been at work all the week 
and have increased the tax values $1,400,- 
000, and have not completed their work 
yet. 

A member of the committee stated that 
they had not yet reached the returns 
of the negroes, nur had hey yet attempt- 
ed to locate thousands of dollars’ worth 
of property that does not appear at all on 
the digest, 

This commiteeman stated further that 
@ witness swore that he could remember 
$24,000 worth of real estate in his com- 
munity that does not appear on the di- 
gest, and if a careful and businesslike 
investigation was made, no doubt more 
could be found. 

A close study of the digest has revealed 
facts to this committee that were not 
dreamed of by the average Clitixeu. 


Names Left Off Digest. 


Prominent men’s names do not appeal 
on the digest at all, lands that cannot be 
purchased for less than $10 per acre 
returned at from 90 cents to $2 per 
acre; one party returns a large and well 
fmproved farm, worth $15 per acre, at 
$3 per acre, and his adjoining neighbor 
returns his at $!0 per acre. There ap- 
pear instances upon instances of such in: 
equalities. 

It is the avowed intention of Judge 
Spence and this grand jury committee, 
not so much to ra‘’se taxes, but to equal- 
ize taxes. Not to be radical or to do 
anything startling, but to try to be con- 
gservative in al] that they do. — 

Two prominent land owners have com-

value of the lands returned, whereupon 
these Jand owners were invited to make 
deeds at once to a member of the com- 
mittee and the land would be taken off 
their hands. No deeds have been made. 


Judge Spence Pushing Matter.

Saloon Men Say Solicitor Ac- 
cepted Twenly-Five Dollars, 


Solicitor Fogarty States That He 
Supposed That Sum Would Be 
Their Fines, But Will 
Pay Court the Dif- 
ference. 


Augusta, Ga., March  5.—(Special.)— 
Quite a sensation has been sprung here in 
regard to the settlement of a violation 
of the liquor law in the city court. There 
is a city law that provides for the for- 
feiture of city license of any bar owner 
who is either convicted or pleads guilty 
of selling Mquor on prohibited days or 
after the hours prescribed by the law of 
the city. Recently two proprietors of 
bars, Messra. Delaney and Carr, were 
reported to council for a forfeiture of li- 
cense because of guilty pleas recorded 
against their names on the city court 
docket, 

The saloon men claimed that they had 
never pleaded guilty, but had paid the 
solicitor of the city court $25 to settle 
the cases. Solicitor Fogarty denies the 
settlement part of the statement, bul 
admits that he accepted $25 each from 
them and entered the pleas of guilty. 
The barkeepers allege that they were not 
guilty of the charges made against them, 
but were ndvised to pay the $25 and 
Settle the cases, as it would be cheaper 
than going into the court and in addition 


all notoriety would be avoided. Judge 
Eve was evidently not consulted in ‘the 


matter of the nominal fine of $25 that 
the solicitor promised the defendants as 
a penalty. The judge when the pleas o* 
guilty were entered assessed each of the! 
defendants the sum of $50 and the solic- 
itor had to make good the other twenty- 
five. 
Statement of Solicitor. 


Solicitor Fogarty makes the followinz 
statement: 

“The evidence fn the Delaney cases was 
not entirely conclusive. I did not re- 
gard the case a strong one and for that 
reason agreed in the event that a plea 
of guilty were entered to recommend the 
imposition of a nominal penalty. I said 
I thought the court would impose a fine 
of $25, which would be little more than 
the costs in the case. 

“IT sald that the evidence was suffi- 
cient to convict Mr. Carr, but I said that 
I thought the imposition of a nominal 
penalty of $25 would be sufficient... Pleas 
were entered and signed up by me, I 
making the announcement in open court. 
Subsequently the court tmposed a fine of 
$50 on each of these defendants. 

“In view of the fact that the defendants 
hag possibly pleaded guilty by reason of 
the conversation had by their counsel 
with me wherein I indicateqd that J 
thought that the court would impose a 
fine of $25 I felt that it was incumbent 
on me to meet the excess over and above 
said amount. ] now hold to be disposed 
of as the law directs the sum of $50 to 
cover the fine imposed on Carr, and $50 
to cover that imposed on Delaney.” 

The councll committee has decided after 
hearing all the evidence to recommend 
that the licenses be forfeited. The case 
will be taken to council Monday night 
and threshed out again before a comi- 
mittee of the whole, 


GERMANS SEEK 
TRADE TREATY 


President Will Sound Senate 
Before Making Any 
Move. 


Washington, March 5.--The Berlin ad- 
vices indicating a purpose on the part 
of the German forelgn office to renew 
Its efforts to secure something in the 
nature of a reciprocity treaty with the 
United States have attracted much at- 
tention in ofticial circles here, as it has 
been known fur some time past that 
this was in contemplation. 

In fact, this matter has taken shape 
semi-officially through the presentation 
to Secretary Hay of resolutions adopted 
by the American board of trade of Ber- 
lin favoring such an arrangement. The 
negotiations between the German govern- 
ment of a set of new treaties with Aus- 
tria, France and Russia extending to 
these countries preferential tariff rates 
on many natural and manufactured prod- 
ucts now imported in great quantities 
from America has made it certain that 
our trade with Germany would be al- 
most extinguished untl] some compensat- 
Ing arrangement could be made. 


Kaiser Wants Good Feeling. 

Emperor William himself has foreseen 
the growth of much ill-feeling between 
Germany and the United States as a re- 
sult, and he has specially charged Bar- 
on Von Sternburg to do everytping pos- 
sible to avert this by negotiating a 
treaty with this government that would 
place the American producers on all 
fours with those of Europe. 

The ambassador already hag cautiously 
broached the subject here, but he is so 
well acquainted with the state of feel- 
ing in the United States senate toward 
reciprocity that he has not been able 
to report that the prospect is favorable 
for the consummation of a German- | 
American reciprocity (treaty. 

The present disposition of the execu- 
tive is to refrain from entering on fur- 
ther negotiations for trade treaties unti! 
the senate has formally indicated its 
disposition toward the formidable array 
of reciprocity conventions which have 
for so many months awalted action py 
that body, and unless the specia) ses- 
sion, which begins for business purposes 
tomorow, develops a change of heart on 
the part of the senators toward these 
pending treaties, there will be no addi- 
tion to the docket of executive business 
in the shape of German-American re- 
ciprocity treaty.

GRADE OF CORN 


Newton County Will Hold Com 


S eateneliiin 


Growing Contest 


Idea Is Expected to Spread Over State 
and Result in the Variety and ‘ 
Value of the Staple Product 
Being Greatly Im- 
proved. 


Oxford, ~Ga., March 5.—(Special.)—The 
Newton county corn-growing contest, 
which was inaugurated several weeks 
ago by W. L. Weber, of Emory col- 
lege, has been finally acted upon. 

The contest will be held among the 


school children ‘of this county. 

Mr. Weber has been considering such 
a contest for some time. And after 
consulting with State School Commis- 
eioner Merritt and County School Com- 
missioner Adams, he has decided to in- 
troduce it in the Newton county 
schools, 

The following requirements are made 
ef the contestgnts: 

1. He must be a student in good 
Standing !n any of the Newton county 
schools, 


2. He must send itn his certificate at a 


fixed date. 


3. The contestant may choose any spot 
of land in the county for cultivation. 

4. He may cultivate any area of land 
he sees fit. 

5. The contestant is not allowed to re- 
ceive any assistance, but must him- 
self do the entire work of cultivation. 

6. He may select any ten ears of corn 
out of his entire patch as a represen- 
tative. 

The contest will probably end some 
time about August I5 or August 20. 


Plan Worked Well. 

This plan was introduced in Illinois 
and lowa several years ago, and it 
worked metvt advantageously, greatly 
increasing the amount of corn produced 
to the acre, and giving to the farmers 
a much higher grade of seed. 

The supporters of this plan in Newton 
county, of c@urse, do not hope to pro- 
duce the type of the cereal that is pro- 
duced in the corn belt. but. if corn. as 
It is produced in Georgia today is de- 
cidedly a paying Investment, they main- 
tain that by ‘‘corn breeding’ and “ger- 
minating the seed”’ that it can be made 
one of the best paying productions of 
the state, 

Corn is distinctively an 
crop, as fin other countries it is al- 
most unknown. The states of Iowa and 
illinols produce more corn than th2 
whole of Europe. And of al} our prod- 
ucts, corn approaches nearer’ toward 
being a pan-American crop. It is over- 
wheimingly the greatest crop grown In 
America. 

Corn is most extensively used as a 
food, as a considerable amount of the 
carbohydratic consumed by the body’ are 
the sugar and starch obtained from the 
cereal 

Much of the whisky made tn this 
country is made from corn. The stalks 
when green furnish a juice which fs man- 
ufactured into sirup, and pipes are made 
of the cobs

From A Man’s Point Of Vicw 


Is It Necessary For A Man To Spend 
$5,000 A Year On Clothes In 
Order To Be Welli-Dressed? 


There is a certain class of men who seem to 
think that a fancy vest is the acme of good dress- 
ing. They are the kind who wear various sorts 
of jewelry on their persons, and I am never sur- 
prised to see one of them with a silk hat and rus- 
set shoes. 


The fancy waistcoat has its place, but if a 
man is going to wear one he ought to wear 
clothes to correspond—and this brings to mind a 
most remarkable article that appeared in a re- 
cent issue of The Boston Herald. 


It was a dissertation on correct dress by a 
‘‘howling swell’’ of the Hub, and among the in- 
teresting views promulgated was one concerning 
the amount of money a man should put into his 
wardrobe. 

According to this authority several hundred 
dollars a year would be required for waistcoats 
alone, and the extraordinary assertion was made 
that a man could not dress properly under $5,000 
a year. 

$20 for a vest was considered a modest price 
—some would cost as high as $50. There were 
to be several changes of attire each day, and the 
‘howling swell’’ considered a man moderately 
lucky if he got off with $5,000 a year. 

To those who have unlimited means the 
humor of this situation may not appeal, but its 
absurdity is apparent to the average man, who 
considers $5,000 a year an income sufficient to 
clothe himself and family, maintain a comfort- 
able home, and lay by a competency for his de- 
clining years. 

When one considers that only three genera- 
tions ago the progenitors of certain of these 
‘“‘swells’’ were content with their home-made 
clothes and went forth to give the world battle 
in the most modest panoply, the assertion that 
$5,000 a vear is necessary for proper dressing be- 
comes ridiculous. 

The men who wrought so well as to enable 
their posterity to indulge in such extravagances 
thought more of the power of their ‘‘strong right 
arm,’’ or of their brains, than they did of out- 
ward appearances. Had this not been the ease 
perhaps there would have been fewer “‘howling 
swells”’ today. 

Of all the servile imitations of which men 
can be guilty, perhaps the most pusillanimous 
is the attempt to counterfeit the ways of the 
favored of fortune who have nothing to do but 
think of their clothes—and it is this which leads 
a man to view with suspicion the individual who 
attempts to pass for a ‘‘swell’’ on the strength 
of a flowered vest or a semi-annual merchant 
tailored suit. 

Fortunately, especially among the younger 
men, there is a constant leaning toward a better ? 
standard of dress. 

Whitehall and Peachtree Streets on any 
bright afternoon will show as fine looking a 
body of young fellows as anywhere in the coun- 
try, neatly and properly attired, without any at- 
tempt at deceiving admiring femininity into the 
belief that they are scions of wealth. 

Indeed, it speaks well for the young manhood 
of the community that there is less and less at- 
tempt to impose on tailors who charge a high 
price because they are paid infrequently, and an 
increasing recognition of the advantage of buy- 
ing ready-made clothing of high standard, but 
moderate price.

In an editorial article on the pro- 
gress of the negro since slavery The 
Washington Post arrives at the con- 
clusion that the negro “has no just 
cause of complaint as regards his 
treatment at the hands of the domin- 
ant race, at least in the south.” 

The Post takes Booker Washing- 
ton’s figures crediting members of his 
race .with having accumulated $300,- 
000,000 worth of property in twelve 
of the former slave states since the 
war, and adds to them another, $100, 
000,000 to include “the real estate or 
the personal and commercial assets 
of that very numerous class of col- 
ored persons who were free before the 
civil war, and who, in such cities as 
New Orleans, for example, represent- 
ed a great many millions of money.” 
On this basis, which would appear to 
be fair and conservative, the 9,000,000 
negroes in the United States have a 
little more than $44 of property per 
Capita,'a very creditable showing, it 
must be admitted. 

The Post concludes: 

All things considered, therefore, it 
seems a good time for calling in this 
eternal cry about the square deal, the 
downtrodden negro, the door of hope, and 
all the rest of it. Perhaps, if -some 
gentleman with a gift for computation 
were to calculate the per capita wealth 


of the whites and the blacks, respec- 
tively, in this country, he would find

The circumstances of the interview and 
its sequences can best be given from the 
personal letter of Mrs. Davis to the 
writer: 

“We were anchored out in the road 
(Hampton). All my servants had been 
taken away, except one faithful man, 
who insisted upon remaining. My chil- 
dren were all mere babes, the eldest being 
9 years old; the youngest of the four was 
a nursing baby. 

‘My young sister lay very !fll, and when 
T sent for a physician to come to the ship 
—as we were not allowed to go on shore— 
one was refused on the ground that we 
were not permitted to leave the ship.The 
day before my hushand and young broth- 
er—our adopted child—and all the rest of 
the prisoners had been taken off on tugs. 
Miles came on the boat. I had heard 
whispered such dreadful rumors of their 
baving been imprisoned in the hold of 
an ironclad and of a thousand _ horrors— 
that I questioned General Miles earnest- 
ly,

We were to sail that night or the next 
day under sealed orders for what port or 
what country we could not form an idea. 
I wrote the little note to Miles, thanking 
him—not for kindness to my husband, as 
lt could not possibly have known if Miles 
had been kind or otherwise, but for 
answering my questions.

On the charge of 
building of the Southern Bell Telephone 
Company, Will Head, a negro, was ar- 
rested yesterday by Cal) Officer Abbott 
on complaint of W. T. Gentry, vice 
president and manager of the com- 
pany. The case was entered on the state 
docket under the head of ‘“‘suspicion.”’ 

Head admits that he was in the base- 
ment when the fire broke out, and that 
he was the first person to discover the 
fire. He denies that he did anything 
by which the flames could have origi- 
nated. 

The doore leading to the basement of 
the building were locked, and the iron 
gate leading to the street frofn the al- 
ley was fastened. The only way by 
which the basement could have been en- 
tered was through an opening made for 
the elevator shaft, and Head knew of 
this, as he was an employee. 

Saturday evening, Mr. Peteet, purchas- 
ing agent for the company, met Head 
coming from the basement. and the ne- 
gro cried out that the” building was on 


fire. This was the first alarm that was 


given. 


Had No Business There, 

Head had no business in the basement 
at that hour of the night. He quit 
work at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

In speaking of the case last night, Mr. 
Gentry said to a representative of The 
Constitution: 

“Head has no right to enter the base- 
ment. He is employed in the supply de- 
partment, and has to go into the bage- 
ment sometimes to get out orders. Ile 
quit work at 2 o’clock. He says he 
wemt into the basement to get his 
coat. He may have used matches to 
get the coat, as the basement was very 
dark, and, perhaps, dropped a lighted 
match among combustible material, and 
in that way started the fire: or, he may 
have gone into the basement to steal and 
let a match fall when he heard some 
one approaching. There is no evidence 
so far to show that the negro ma- 
liclously set the place on fire. I wish 
to say, In this connection, that it

SHOW INCREASE 


Value Enhanced Fifty-Five 
Million in 1904 Despite 
Smaller Velume., 


Washington, March 5.—The department 
of agriculture has issued a report on 
foreign trade on farm and forest pro- 
ducts in 1904, compiled by the division 
of foreign markets. 

It shows that the 
in farm products in 
1890 to 1904 was in 
There was a distinct gain in 1898 when 
the export balance increased to $555,- 
000,000, a gain of $257,000,000 over the 
preceding year, and for six successive 
years beginning with 1898, the annual 
export balance for farm products ex- 
ceeded  $410,000,000. 

The statement shows that the domestic 
exports of farm or agricultural products 
for the year, 1904, were $19,000,000 less 
than in the preceding year, and $6,000,- 
000 less than the annual average for 
1899 to 1903. The total value for [904 
was $859,/160,264. 

The exports of forest products in 1904 
aggregated $69,500,430 and was an in- 
crease of $11,000,000 over 1903 and $36,- 
000,000 more than the annual average 
for 1694 to 1898. For the period [890 
to 1904 the total value of domestic ex- 
ports of farm products aggregated $il,- 
000,000,000. 

‘he total imports of farm products in 
1904 ° were $461,434,85i1, an increase of 
$5,000,000 over 1903, and of $54,000,000 
over the annua! average for 1899 to 1903, 
and of forest products $79,619,296. The
